octor Who is largely concerned 
with having adventures in 
space and time, fighting 
monsters and giving thrills and 
scares to millions of people 
around the world. However, 
among the action are those moments of 
reflection that give us pause to think, Both 
stories featured in this volume of Doctor 
Who — The Complete History feature such 
moments of heartstopping drama. 

In The Woman Who Lived [2015 - see 
page 6], the Doctor encounters Ashildr 
once more, having rendered the young 
Viking girl immortal to save her life in 
The Girl Who Died [2015 - see Volume 
81]. As a Time Lord, the Doctor is well 
equipped to deal with his longevity, but 
Ashildr - or ‘Me’ as she prefers to be 
known - is human, a fragile and short-lived 
species. Catherine Tregenna’s eloquent 
script has the audience stop to consider 
just how a human, with all their inherent 
limitations, might cope with immortality 
down the centuries. 


This is emphasised in the diaries Ashildr 
keeps, recording events throughout life 
as her human mind is unable to retain 


all that she has experienced. The Doctor 
reads through the diaries, allowing us to 
experience the heartbreak Ashildr felt at 
seeing those around her age - something 
the Doctor knows only too well - and of 
losing her children to plague. 

Sequences such as this remind us that 
Doctor Who, from its very earliest days, has 
always been so much more than a teatime 
adventure series to pass 45 minutes. It 
possesses a subtlety and nuance that many 
modern family dramas fall short of. 

This volume's second story, the epic The 
Zygon Invasion/The Zygon Inversion [2015 ~ 
see page 56] perhaps takes this even further. 


Using the shape-changing Zygons - surely 
one of Doctor Wh 
morality tale that serves up commentary 
on the modern world, on questions of 
identity, sovereignty and conflict. At its 
climax, The Zygon Inversion gives Peter 


's best monsters - it’s a 


Capaldi one of his defining moments as 
the Doctor; the Doctor's speech on the 


nature of war, on the never-ending cycle 
of conflict, is jaw-droppingly good. It’s 
up there with Tom Baker's “Do I have the 
right?” speech from Genesis of the Daleks 
[1975 - see Volume 23], Sylvester McCoy 
reflecting on the cause and effect of sugar 


consumption in Remembrance of the Daleks re “tugales 
[1988 - see Volume 44] or Christopher tocome to 
Eccleston describing the orbit of the eS 
2. Ps as an immortal 
Earth beneath his feet in Rose [2005 - in The Woman 
see Volume 48]. Who Lived. 


Every actor who has ever played this 
iconic role has their defining moment that 
leaves us in no doubt whatsoever that they 
truly are the Doctor - and always will be.

Died (2017 - see Volume 81] 


t the end of The Girl Who | 


the Doctor brought the young 

Viking girl Ashildr back to life. 

He used a medical patch 

salvaged from an alien 
spacesuit, and it had the knock-on effect 
of making her immortal. 

Immortality was something that 
fascinated legendary Doctor Who 
contributor Terrance Dicks. In The War 
Games [1969 - see Volume 14], co-written 
with Malcolm Hulke, he introduced the 
Time Lords and stated they could live 
forever baring accidents (later revised as 
something of an exaggeration). In State 
of Decay [1980 - see Volume 33] he had 
the high priest Aukon say that the great 
vampire had given them unending life. 
The focus of Dicks’ 20th anniversary story, 
The Five Doctors [1983 - see Volume 37], 
was a villain who sought immortality. 

The Woman Who Lived, like The Five 
Doctors, makes the case that living forever 
isn’t such a good thing. But whereas Dicks’ 
story claimed that the motivation to seek 
immortality was megalomaniacal, The 
Woman Who Lived looked at the emotional 
burden of outliving those around you. 

The Doctor predicted the problems 
of this episode at the end of the last. 
“Immortality isn’t living forever,” he said 
in The Girl Who Died. “That’s not what it 
feels like. Immortality is everybody else 
dying.” This idea was first raised in relation 
to the Doctor’s long life in School Reunion 
[2006 - see Volume 52], when the Doctor 
explained that Rose could spend the rest} 
of her life with him, but he couldn’t spend 
the rest of his life with her ~ he would have 
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to live on. He described it as the curse 
of the Time Lords and it’s a curse he 
inflicted on Ashildr. 

There is an obvious solution to this 
state of affairs. Ashildr wanted to travel 
with the Doctor, but he wasn’t particularly 
keen on the idea of taking her along with 
him, thinking they'd be a bad influence 
on each other. He mentioned his former 
companion Captain Jack, who had also 
became immortal - at the end of The 
Parting of the Ways [2005 - see Volume SO], 
but doesn't expand upon his objection 

}, 


to him. When they were reunited in 
Utopia [2007 - see Volume 56], the Doctor 
described Jack as “wrong” - a fixed point, ‘> 
a permanent fact that wasn’t meant to be. 
This made the Doctor uneasy, and perhaps 
that was the real reason he didn’t want 
Ashildr with him. 
Following events later in the series, he 
probably wished he'd kept a closer eye on

t's always nice to get to do 
a historical episode. We get 
to go to one of my favourite 
periods which is the seventeenth 
century,” commented Peter 
Capaldi when promoting the 
broadcast of The Woman Who Lived on 
a video for the BBC website. 
This period setting was employed 
for the second of a pair of connected 
episodes about a woman who had been 
made immortal by the Doctor’s actions, 
and whom he now re-encountered 
centuries later. Executive producer Steven 
Moffat’s initial idea was to show how the 
perspective of somebody travelling on ‘the 
slow path’ through time - living day after 
day through the centuries - compared with 
the Doctor's own life of longevity in which 
he was able to move from era to era in the 
TARDIS. A key aspect to this was the idea 
that an immortal would have the time 
to become highly accomplished in many 
fields via many lifetimes of experience. As 
such, the Doctor and the immortal would 
be very different people.

The writer assigned to develop this 
concept was Catherine Tregenna. Brought 
up in Llanelli, Catherine Morris had 
reverted to her maiden name of Catherine 
Tregenna to join the actors’ union Equity 
when she was working as a performer. As 
an actor, she appeared as Kirstie McGurk 
in the long-running Welsh soap opera Pobol 
y Cwm and also featured in the BBC Cymru 
sitcom Satellite City. After turning 30, 
Tregenna found that acting roles became 
less plentiful and started to turn more to 
writing; her first play in 2001 was Art and 
Guff and she began to write for television 
when she joined the BBC Wales Writers’ 
Lab. This led to work on Belonging before 
she developed her own legal drama The 
Bench, and with her brother Jon wrote 
the drama series Cowbois ac Injans; she 
also contributed to the BBC One medical 
drama Casualty.

immortal woman, Minchin 
suggested that Tregenna 
should be approached again to write one 
of these key episodes; he sent her a copy 
of the episode Listen [2014 - see Volume 
77), which was then being prepared for 
broadcast, to show her the sort of story 
which the Doctor Who format could adapt 
to fit. Moffat then pitched to Tregenna 
the idea of the woman who had endured 
centuries on Earth as a result of the 
Doctor's intervention in her life, and found 
that this intrigued her in terms of a human 
interest story which could be offset against 
a traditional adventure tale. While the 
writer was confident about handling the 
emotional aspect of the narrative regarding 
the different approaches to longevity 
between the Doctor and his creation, 
she was less confident about crafting an 
alien menace that had allied itself with 
the immortal. 

“They approached me because they 
had a particular female character in 
mind,’ Tregenna told the BBC website. 
The writer started to consider the effects 
of immortality on the human character 
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and how living so long might cause their 
conscience to erode and stop them caring. 
Whereas Clara had been an integral part 
of the storyline for the first part of the 
immortal story arc, she would be absent 
from its sequel, allowing the new character 


to take centre stage. The immortal woman 
was discussed at great length prior to 

the scripting of the two episodes. As the 
previous script - then known as Ragnarok 
but latterly The Girl Who Died [2015 - see 
Volume 81] - was being written by another 
writer, Jamie Mathieson, Tregenna’s 
approach to the character drew little 
upon this beyond her originally having 
been a Viking woman called Ashildr. With 
scant background available, the Ashildr 
character would have now lived so long 
that she could recall little of her original 
life and - after having adopted so many 
identities across the centuries ~ now simply 
referred to herself as “Me”, becoming the 
only constant in her own existence. When 
Brian Minchin queried the use of this 
name, Tregenna reaffirmed her thoughts 
behind her choice by explaining: “She just 
can't be bothered any more.” 


Effectively given a blank canvas in terms 
of the setting, Tregenna went through 
quite a few story outlines before starting 
on her script. She recalled tales of Twm 
Sién Cati, a figure from Welsh folklore 
who was apparently a sixteenth-century 
highwayman; making the immortal a 
highwaywoman was an exciting idea. Using 
the idea of those who robbed travellers as 
they move between settlements, Tregenna 
looked into the historical research on 
the subject and found the era to be an 
extremely brutal time. However, certain 
highwaymen became celebrities in their 
day because of their notoriety. The writer 
also watched the popular 1945 film The 
Wicked Lady, about the wife of a nobleman 
who craved a life of excitement and 
so became a highwaywoman; this was 
inspired in part by the life of Katherine 
Ferrers, a gentlewoman who terrorised the 
roads of Hertfordshire in the seventeenth 
century. Homing in on the seventeenth 
century, Tregenna picked the year of 1651 
for the Doctor’s next meeting with Me. 
The Third English Civil War between 
Parliamentarian Roundheads and Royalist 


Cavaliers reached its climax with the Battle 
of Worcester in September 1651 and saw 
the ascent to power of Oliver Cromwell 
and the replacement of the monarchy 
with a Protectorate. At this time, when the 
Royalists had lost their homes and estates, 
Puritans and Cavaliers were robbing each 
other for the spoils, with the highwaymen 
living outside the rules of the new society. 
This setting fitted in well with Moffat’s 
thoughts, as he had wanted to feature a 
highwayman episode in Doctor Who for 
some years. 

Tregenna reasoned that by the 
seventeenth century, Me would be used to Left:

anting to include a “cool” alien in 
her story, Tregenna developed the 
lion-like creature, which would 
become Leandro; this being would see 
Me as nothing more than his passport to 
another world. Moffat indicated that it 
was more interesting to focus on Me as the 
potential villain of the piece; the Doctor 
would quickly sum up the threat posed 
by Leandro, but would be unsure of Me 
because of her distorted perspective on the 
lives of mortals. 

As she developed her 
script, Tregenna started to 
watch more of the 2014 
series of Doctor Who and 
found that she was enjoying 
it; she was particularly keen 
to explore ideas suited to 
the new Doctor as played 
by Peter Capaldi. Initially,

“Four centuries later, Oxford Street, right 
here, full of people, ordinary people, 
shopping, yakking on phones about 
nothing at all.” Me realised that Leandro 
and his people would slaughter and not 
make Earth the better place she wished 
for. As Me offered her own life to stop 

the carnage, she handed the Doctor the 
second immortality charge... he then 
grabbed the amulet and ran to the portal 
with the charge, saving himself from 
death and closing the portal which 

sucked the Lion Men and Leandro back 


inside it before closing. 

As the portal closed, the 
souls of the dead returned, 
including that of Sam Swift. 
Me took the Doctor for a 
drink at the pub and then 
saw him back to the TARDIS 
in the grounds of Hounslow 
Hall; he now offered her a 
chance to travel with him, 
but she refused, saying that 
she needed to protect her 
people. With the second 
charge now used, Me could never have 
an immortal partner, and she gave him 

a portrait of her in the red dress as a 
keepsake. When Clara later entered the 
TARDIS, she remarked that she had met 
an old friend of the Doctor’s yesterday 
while on a school trip in Trafalgar Square; 
she had taken a selfie of the woman who 
was Me standing in front of the lion 
statue. However, Clara did not recognise 
this person...

Back at Hounslow Hall, 
Clayton was described as 
‘a grey-haired manservant, 
AOs, old for this era, frail, 
kind’. Leandro’s race 

was the Leonians from 
Delta Leonis, a star in 
Sigma Leonis. When 

the Doctor talked to 

Me about how she was 
haunted by her endless 
past and losing her 
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humanity, a storm began outside and Me 
saw a flashback to the ‘previous episode 
{...] The Doctor saving Ashildr’s life, her 
gratitude, her love’ The two Roundhead 
soldiers who arrived at Hounslow Hall 
were now described as being ‘not the 
brightest, Dumb and Dumber’. The Doctor 
engaged in banter with Sam Swift at the 
gallows and only Leonian ships appeared 
through the portal in the sky. Me used the 
immortality charge to bring Sam Swift 
back to life, with Leandro sucked through 
the closing portal. At the Swan with Two 
Necks, the Doctor now spoke to Me at 
length about his own fears of living such a 
long life... “that one day, I might not open 
the door, answer the phone. I might... give 
up. That's why I need to travel with young 
people with short life spans, see it all anew 
through their eyes.” Sam put the talk of 
lions in the sky down to drink, laughing 
when Me suggested that the Knightmare 
could be a woman. Me gave the 
Doctor a portrait of herself to 
remember her by, and he was 
looking at this when Clara 
entered the TARDIS to show 
the Doctor a selfie of her 
and Me in a coffee shop: 
‘Me, in a chic, expensive, 
power suit. “She wouldn't tell 
me what she was up to. Just 
said to say hi. She’s sure our 
paths will cross soon,” 
added Clara.

nthe shooting script, which had

The occupants of the coach 
were now Mr Fanshawe (‘portly... 30s’) 
and Lucie Fanshawe who ‘makes eyes at 
the highwayman’, When the highwayman 
removed her hat, the script described her 
as ‘Ashildr, the girl whose life he saved 
so long ago. (We now refer to her simply 
as Me.)’ After the botched heist, Me no 
longer commented that the Doctor had 
missed 300 years of her life since the leper 
colony. The dialogue in which the Doctor 
reminded Me of being Ashildr, her father 
and her village was added. The 1200s 
flashback was relocated to the Queen's 


bedroom, the Doctor now recalled his 
encounter with the Terileptils and both the 
dialogue about Me's proficiency at killing 
and the Doctor's dislike of banter was 
expanded. The Doctor was now mistaken 
as the Knightmare’s dad and claimed to 

be from Scotland Yard. The scene at the 

Ye Swan with Two Necks was rewritten to 
have Me saying she would look after those 
the Doctor left behind. 

Pink page revisions to the script were 
issued on the first day of shooting -

Aside from Maisie Williams, the other 
main guest for the episode as Sam Swift 
was comedian, actor and presenter Rufus 
Hound, a considerable fan of Doctor Who 
who had appeared on the programme 
Doctor Who Live: The Next Doctor, which 
had announced Peter Capaldi as the 
series’ new star in August 2013.

This was 
the first day for Ariyon Bakare in the full

Me's carriage was again 
furnished - along with two horses - by 
R&S Dent and supervised by Kevin Flynn 
and Ian Giles. While Maisie Williams then 
changed into her red satin dress, insert 
shots of Leandro lurking in the bushes 
during the hold-up at the start of the 
episode were recorded after dark, followed 
by the alien's point-of-view shots of Me 
arriving home with the Doctor; Bobbie 
Dent doubled on horseback for Williams.

April and recording scheduled from 
8.30am to 8pm at the St Fagans National 
History Museum; this museum of Welsh 
life opened in 1948 and the area around

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been used extensively in December 2006/

Aseventeenth-century structure, the

Work for the day concentrated 
on scenes with Odin for The Girl Who Died 
and were recorded at Uskmouth Power 
Station, but after this Jenna Coleman and 
Maisie Williams travelled to St Andrew’s 
Primary School on Milner Street in 
Newport where they posed for the shot 
of Evie and Clara shown to the Doctor at 
the end of The Woman Who Lived. 


Block 4 started recording on Tuesday 5 
May while work on Block 3 continued on 
location from 7.30am to 7pm. The scenes 
in Me's library were recorded at Castle 
Farmhouse, a fifteenth-century Grade 
Llisted building in St-Georges-super-Ely, 
Vale of Glamorgan and required only 
Peter Capaldi and Maisie Williams, with 
the latter also recording some of Me's 
narration of her journals. This was a very 
noisy venue with the sound of draughts 
whistling through the old structure and 
a nearby railway line, compounded by a 
rain storm; as such much of this material 
would subsequently be redubbed in 
post-production. At the end of the day, 
the final scene was the shot of Me being 
submerged in the village pond in the 
1300s, which was shot in the heated pool 
out in the farmhouse garden. 

Only Maisie Williams was required for 
the final day of the block on Wednesday 
6 with work at Roath Lock scheduled 
for 7.30am to 7pm. Various inserts for 
both episodes were recorded in Studio 3 


including flame elements for Leandro’s 
breath and pick-ups of a poster and key 

at Fanshawe Manor. There was then a 
studio move to Studio 1 to record the 

shot of Me closing the door on the Doctor 
in the hallway. Williams also posed for 
photoshoots in both Knightmare and Lady 
Me costumes during the day.

orn Robert James Blair Simpson 

on 6 March 1979 in Essex, to 

accountant and civil servant 

parents, his family moved to 

Woking when he was seven, 

He attended Hoe Bridge 

Primary School, then Frensham Heights, 
where he undertook a performing arts 
scholarship before attending Sixth Form at 
Godalming College. Wanting to act from 
age three, The Muppet Show his inspiration, 
Hound feared student debt if studying 
drama at university, so became an account 
handler for a PR company, a job which he 
later called “soul destroying”. 

He performed stand-up comedy in the 
evenings, inspired both by a girlfriend who 
judged comedy contests and by meeting 
Russell Brand at the Edinburgh Festival. 
Adopting the stage name Rufus Hound 
in 2000, by 2002 he was a finalist in 
the Festival’s So You Think You're 
Funny? competition. 

TV exposure came presenting BBC 
Three's Destination Three (2005), hosting 
BBC Glastonbury Festival coverage in 
2005/6 and presenting Top of the Pops several 
times in 2006. He became a regular face 
on TV panel shows Celebrity Juice (2008- 
12), Would I Lie to You? (2010), 8 out of 10 
Cats (2010), and Never Mind the Buzzcocks 
(2010-12), and was a team captain on Dave 
channel’s Argumental (2008-10). He was a 
commentator on The Apprentice: You're Fired! 
(2007-9), The Xtra Factor (2009-12) and 
Strictly Come Dancing: It Takes Two (2008-17) 
and won Let's Dance for Sport Relief with a 
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routine to Cheryl Cole’s hit Fight for This 
Love (2010). He starred in his own CBBC 
comedy adventure series Hounded (2010). 

Despite a successful stand-up DVD Being 
Rude (2011), he soon fell out of love with 
the form. Breaking into acting via comedy 
movies Big Fat Gypsy Gangster (2011) anda 
starring role in The Wedding Video (2012), his 
ambitions really lay in theatre. 

One of his earliest stage appearances had 
been in the chorus of Jerry Springer: the Opera 
in 2003 but now he was fully focused on a 
theatre career. He co-starred with Sophia 
Myles in Utopia (2012, Soho Theatre) before 
taking the starring role of Francis Henshall 
in a tour of National Theatre farce One 
Man, Two Guvnors in 2012/13, then a West 
End run (2013, Haymarket Theatre). Taking 
the part made famous by James Corden, 
it reinvented Hound as a bona fide stage 
performer. Subsequent theatre has included 
Neville’s Island (2013, Chichester Festival), 
Dirty Rotten Scoundrels (2014, Savoy), Trevor 
Nunn’s production of The Wars of the Roses 
(2015, Kingston Rose), as Sancho Panza in 
the RSC’s Don Quixote (2016), What the Butler 
Saw (2017, Leicester Curve/Bath Theatre

Introduction 


his two-part story, in the middle 

of the 2015 series, revisits 

an element from the SOth 

anniversary story The Day of 

the Doctor [2013 - see Volume 

75]. For that adventure, writer 
Steven Moffat reintroduced the Zygons, 
previously seen in Terror of the Zygons 
[1975 - see Volume 23]. Although they 
were very creepy, popular monsters, they 
hadn't been brought back before. The 
birthday celebrations seemed an excellent 
time to resurrect these shape-shifting 
aliens. However, with everything else 
going on - the Time War, the Daleks and 
three Doctors - the Zygons’ storyline was 
something of a sub-plot. 

The Zygon Invasion returned us to a 
present-day Earth which, as a result of the 
negotiations in The Day of the Doctor, was 
now shared between humans and Zygons. 

In fact, 20 million Zygons had been 
settled on Earth - disguised as humans 
and distributed across the globe. It was 
revealed that, in general, the Zygons are 
peaceful and happy to live among other 


species. If humans can peacefully co-exist 
with another race, this would be good 
news for the Silurians who went back 

into hibernation in The Hungry Earth/ 

Cold Blood [2010 - see Volume 65] because 
common ground couldn't be found. Is it 
possible that the truce between the Zygons 
and humans could pave the way for the 
Silurians’ peaceful integration when they 
emerge in 2120? 

Of course, in the short term, the peace 
didn’t last. A splinter group of Zygons 
wanted to stage a revolution - they 
executed Zygon High Command and 
sought to radicalise the other Zygons 
on Earth. 

The Doctor's solution to this problem 
was also inspired by The Day of the Doctor. 
In the end it came down to pressing a 
button on a big box - or in this case two 
big boxes. 

The boxes were named, appropriately 
enough, after the UNIT scientist Osgood 
who, until one of them died in Dark Water/ 
Death in Heaven {2014 - see Volume 79] 
had existed as both a human and a Zygon. 
There’s a simple message at the heart 
of this story: that war perpetuates the 
problems it aims to solve. The Doctor’s 
alternative strategy was to bluff and 
brainwash the humans and Zygons into 
peace - letting them believe genocide was 
an option and repeatedly wiping their 
memories. The long-term effectiveness 
- or indeed morality - of the Doctor's 
plan might seem questionable, but the 
fact that Osgood represented the decent, 
common ground that exists in both species 
showed that maybe there was hope for this 
fragile truce.

The Doctor 
receives the message; it reads, ‘I’m 
awake.’ Osgood realises that Clara is 
alive, because the Zygons need a live feed 
of the information in her brain. 
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Bonnie enters the UNIT base, opens 
a safe and removes a laptop. It plays a 
message from the Osgoods saying that 
the box exists, but it’s not here.

The Doctor video-calls Bonnie, who 
demands to know where the Osgood box 
is. She winks - a signal from Clara that 
helps the Doctor work out where she is 
being held. Some policemen cut off their 
so the Doctor and Osgood steal a 
van and drive off.

Clara’s phone to 
a housing estate. Bonnie sends her 
a video link of an alien sighting in the 
same place 
Bonnie enters the Zygon nest and 
confronts Clara. Clara briefly forces 
Bonnie to turn back into a Zygon. [5] 
The Doctor and Osgood arrive at 
the housing estate, where they find the 
remains of two victims of the Zygons 
Bonnie forces Clara to tell her where 
the Osgood box is; the Black Archive. 
The Doctor and Osgood find the 
Zygon that Bonnie forced to transform 


Osgood offers to help him, but, having 
been denied the chance to live in peace, 
the Zygon kills itself. [6] 

A Zygon in the form of Kate Stewart 


arrives in the nest to report to Bonnie. 

The Doctor and Osgood emerge from 
the shopping centre to find ‘Kate’ waiting 
for them. 

Bonnie enters the Black Archive, 
accompanied by two Zygons who are 
disguised as UNIT soldiers wheeling in 
Clara’s pod. [7] 

‘Kate’ leads the Doctor and Osgood to 
the Zygon nest. 

Bonnie’s two soldier escorts revert 
to Zygon form. She enters the room 
containing the Osgood box; so named 
because there are two of them, one red, 
one blue. Bonnie opens the blue box. It 
contains two buttons marked Truth and 
Consequences. She opens the red box; it 
is the same. [8] 

The Kate with the Doctor reveals that 
she is not a Zygon, but Kate pretending 
to be a Zygon! [9] 


The Doctor arrives at the Black Archive 
with Kate. He tells Bonnie and Kate 
that one of the buttons will destroy 
the Zygons; one will destroy the Black 
Archive; one will unmask every Zygon; 
one will make them humans for ever. 
He implores them to break the cycle 
of cruelty, because even if one side wins, 
the cycle will continue. [10] 

Kate closes the red box. The Doctor 
then uses the memory filter in the 
ceiling to render Kate and the two 
reverted Zygons unconscious with no 
memory of events. Bonnie closes the 
blue box. She will be protected and 
forgiven; she has let Clara get inside 
her head. [11] 

Bonnie uses the Zygon control polyp to 
restore the ceasefire. 

The Doctor invites Osgood to join 
him and Clara in the TARDIS, but she 
refuses. She is joined by a second Osgood 
- the Zygon formerly known as Bonnie. 
They are now working together to keep 
the world safe.

t’s a global urban thriller,” was 

how Steven Moffat teased The 

Zygon Invasion to the BBC Doctor 

Who website. This was the first 

of two episodes presented in a 

very different tone for the series, 
and completing an idea which Moffat had 
had in mind for some time before writing 
the 50th Anniversary Special The Day of the 
Doctor [2013 - see Volume 75]. 

Moffat had always been impressed by the 
Zygons, aliens which had first appeared in 
Terror of the Zygons [1975 - see Volume 23] 
and could take on the shape of a human; 
the creatures were massively appealing 
because they offered a well-designed 
monstrous presence, but one which could 


turn into ana i. scenes requiring the 
delivery of emotive dialogue to convey 
plot unencumbered by a prosthetic mask. 
What the lead writer conceived was a 
sequel story to Terror of the Zygons in which 
the homeless Zygons lived among humans 
on Earth; this set-up would investigate 
ideas of immigration, resettlement, 
refugees, ghettoization and ultimately the 
radicalisation of factions which led 

to terrorism and violence. 

“When I wrote the 50th, I wrote the 
Zygon strand as a ‘prequel’ to this story,” 
Steven Moffat told Doctor Who Magazine. 
The Day of the Doctor established a 
situation where the Doctor would set up 
a peace-keeping deal between humanity 
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Can the Doctor 
see through to 
the truth? 


and Zygons, something which his next 
incarnation would then revisit to discover 
that tensions were now at the brink of 
war... a nightmare scenario which he 
needed to fight with words. 

A key figure in setting up the human/ 
Zygon ceasefire was Osgood, a UNIT 
scientific officer who by the end of the 
Anniversary Special existed in both human 
and Zygon forms. Although Osgood had 
been created in The Day of the Doctor for 
reuse in the prospective Zygon story, 
during the writing of Dark Water/Death in 
Heaven (2014 - see Volume 79] in 2014, 
Moffat had decided that he needed a 
sympathetic, likeable character to kill off to 
demonstrate the terrible nature of Missy; 
he selected one of the Osgoods. When 
asked by readers of Doctor Who Magazine 
if the Osgood killed in the episode could 
have been a Zygon leaving the original 
Osgood alive, the executive producer 
replied unambiguously: “If that had been 
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a Zygon, she wouldn't have been killed so 
easily. Dead, I’m afraid.” 

However, talking to the BBC website, 
Moffat admitted: “I didn’t decide to 
bring Osgood back. I never really killed 
her.” The character - who was a ‘fan’ of 
the Doctor and cosplayed him - had 
been created by the lead writer as a love 
letter to fandom; Osgood was a fun 
character who could tease the Doctor 
at times, while the Time Lord himself was - 
by turns - both thrilling and disappointing 
to the UNIT officer. 

Writer Peter Harness, who had written 
Kill the Moon [2014 - see Volume 78] for the 
2014 series attended the press screening 
of Deep Breath [2014 - see Volume 76 
the BFI Southbank on Thursday 7 August 
2014. It was at this event that Moffat took 
him aside into a small room piled high 
with chairs and pitched to him the outline 
for a two-part Zygon story which would 
continue the uneasy peace established 


at 


. —_ 
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the previous year. Having been delighted 
with Harness’ script for Kill the Moon - 
particularly the arguments between the 
Doctor and Clara about the terrible choice 
faced by humanity - Moffat was keen to 
work with the writer again, and felt that 
his talents could be very effectively used 

in the paranoid global conspiracy thriller 
which he had in mind. Osgood was to 

be a key element of the narrative as the 
figure policing the ceasefire. Harness was 
delighted, having good memories of Terror 
of the Zygons. 

Looking at the situation in the Middle 
East, Moffat and Harness were both 
interested in exactly what triggered wars 
which were not desired by the bulk of 
the population of the nations concerned. 
As such, the Zygon assault on humanity 
would be less the invasion en masse by 
force, but something more subtle, where 
Earth's own attributes would be used 
against its inhabitants. The flashpoint for 
the incidents was to be a murder. 

Since Moffat had been considering the 
story for some time, he worked closely with 
Harness in its early stages; he also briefed 
the writer on how the new Doctor was now 
becoming more relaxed and how the Time 
Lord and his human companion were 
having fun as they enjoyed each other’s 


company. The writer was

scare the adults, Harness put 
in elements such as UNIT 
troops ordered to open fire 
on Zygons who had taken on 
the form of their relatives. 
Draft One of Invasion of the Zygons 
(ultimately titled The Zygon Invasion) - 
a titular homage to Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers ~ was defined as ‘Series 9 
Episode 7’ to be made as part of Block 
4 of the 2015 series and dated Monday 
2 February 2015. This opened with the 
caption ‘Dover, England. The Day After 
Tomorrow’ and the pre-credit sequence 
of ‘Clara’ downing the aircraft with the 
bazooka before departing on her bike. 
The episode then continued by showing 
Osgood in ‘an orange Guantanamo- 
style jumpsuit’ as a prisoner of a black- 
clad female freedom fighter in a ‘Cargo 
Plane - Azerbaijani Airspace. Yesterday’. 
In a foggy Brockwell Park, the Doctor - 
with his sonic sunglasses and ‘cordless 
handset from Mummy on the Orient Express’ 
[2014 — see Volume 78] - attempted to 
approach the ‘five-year-olds - twin girls’ 
Jemima and Claudette as they played 
ina sand pit. In UNIT’s Black Archive 
at the Tower of London, Kate Stewart 
was in a prison corridor with clear glass 
cell doors behind which could be seen 
aliens (‘an Axon, a depressed Cyberman 
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with its head in its hands’) and then 
contacting General Bambera (‘fifties [...] 
a UNIT field commander’) in Azerbaijan 
regarding Operation Plimsoll; although 
this UNIT character had the same 
surname as Brigadier Winifred Bambera 
in Battlefield (1989 - see Volume 45] there 
was no indication that this was the same 
or a related character. The safe house 
main room had clearly been attacked 
and Carol Bell (‘a data technician in her 
late sixties’) reported to Kate, who stood 
outside a cell which used to be Osgood’s 
and contained her inhaler and various 
Doctorish outfits on hangers. Putting on 
her glasses, Kate peered at a drone image 
of a figure being led off a cargo plane, 
zooming in on the question-mark collars. 
While the Doctor spoke to Jemima and 
Claudette, he was confronted by a teacher 


before the ‘girls’ were kidnapped. Two 
female freedom fighters in black overalls 
and scarves declared the destruction of 
all UNIT troops in part of a message 
watched by the Doctor, Kate and Kate’s 
male deputy McGillop on Carol’s screen. 
When the Doctor tried to call Clara, she 
was in an office talking to Laura, her 
psychotherapist; Clara was no longer 
crying on this visit but had been having 
nightmarish dreams about war and death. 
Returning home, she found a little girl 
crying in the street and took her back to 
the house across the street where the girl 
lived; inside the house, the girl’s brother 
was crying on the stairs, and Clara found 
their mother and father down in the cellar. 

UNIT arrived at Little Stars Nursery 
School in Dulwich and located a Zygon 
cave behind a hole in the back of a 


cupboard. When the Doctor was sceptical 
of the peace treaty, Kate told him: “We've 
always had to do things on a tiny budget. 
Do you know how many troops my Dad 
had? About six. And one of them was 
Sergeant Benton.” Kate was able to operate 
the alien controls because she still had 
“some residual Zygon memory” after being 
duplicated in The Day of the Doctor. UNIT 
had SO troops in England and another 

50 under Bambera in Azerbaijan. The next 
video sent to UNIT showed Jemima and 
Claudette first in the cargo plane, and then 
being executed in the desert. When Clara 
recalled the peace settlement which three 
of his incarnations had set up, the Doctor 
replied: “It’s a thousand years ago. I was 
three very different men.” 


hen the Doctor departed in Left: 

Wi: presidential aircraft from Clara and Jac 
the foggy airfield, he waved shineaiight on 

from the top of the stairs ‘like Richard ss Tes 

Nixon leaving the White House for the 

last time’ triumphantly in August 1974, 

Kate then told Clara and McGillop of a 

previous Zygon attack “in the seventies/ 

eighties” (the dating of events in Terror of 

the Zygons and other UNIT stories being 

very contradictory). When Clara jokingly 

suggested that the 20 million Zygons could 

be sent to Scandinavia, McGillop asked: 

“What've you got against Scandinavia?” 

“All those miserable detective series for a 

start...” replied Clara. Clara stopped off at 

her home to collect some clean knickers 

and heard an answerphone message from 

her grandmother left the previous day; her 

nanna was worried as she felt that Clara’s 

dad was not himself and asked Clara to call 

her. There was then a second message in 

which her nanna said everything was now 

fine.

street, McGillop saw the strange parents 
taking two forms wrapped in bin-liners 
from their house and driving off with 
them ina car. Clara and McGillop 
followed, with the parents taking the 
bundles into Vauxhall Underground 
Station, alongside other travellers with 
similar belongings. With a packed tube 
train just leaving, the pair drove onto the 
next station: Stockwell. However, when 
the train arrived it was empty. 

Meanwhile, UNIT had a military outpost 
at the mud volcanos of Azerbaijan, 
with Lisa seeing her husband and son 
from Wisconsin in the settlement while 
operating the drone and aborting the 
strike; she was taken away by medical 
orderlies past General Bambera and 
Captain Hitchley (‘30s’). Bambera was 
convinced that her troops were being 
targeted by nerve or chemical agents 
in food or water. Arriving at Truth or 
Consequences in New Mexico, Kate was 
served by a waitress at a diner, who reacted 
badly when it was clear that Kate was 
British. At police HQ, she introduced 
herself to Norlander, the police chief (‘40s’) 
who told her about the murders among 
British immigrants which began after they 
arrived two years earlier; the main suspects 
were two girls who looked like Jemima 
and Claudette. Many of the Brits banded 
together and lived at a place owned by 
Blinovitch, a baby-farmer - 
the photograph of Blinovitch 
was Courtney Woods, while 
Kate recognised a shot of the 
first victim Clyde Orson as 
being Clara’s late boyfriend 
Danny Pink. Kate and 
Norlander visited the isolated 
‘Norman Bates-looking’ 
Blinovitch house (described 
in reference to the 1960 film 
Psycho). Norlander said that 
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Officer Bonnie Carter had investigated 
and then left 


Blinovitch’s baby-farming. 
with them when Blinovitch’s group headed 
for Azerbaijan a few months ago. 
Analysing CCTV footage of the tube 
train with Clara and McGillop, Carol 
concluded that the train could be in the 
Kennington Loop. At the Zygon settlement 
in Azerbaijan, Hitchley’s mother - who 
knew all about him and his favourite toy 
- and other family members (including 
Hitchley’s grandfather) emerged from 
the doors of different houses on a narrow 
street. After the attack, Bambera referred 
to the Doctor as a “white Brit” which 
made him explain that he was Gallifreyan. 
Bambera’s son (‘20s’) then appeared and 
she immediately shot him before entering 
the homes which had been knocked 
together to form a labyrinth of Zygon 
caves. While Bambera organised the air 
strike, the Doctor searched for Osgood 
and found a map of the London

Underground. Having found Osgood, 
the Doctor was confronted by one of 
the freedom fighters... none other than 
Courtney Woods (“Chesney Hawkes!” 
exclaimed the Doctor) who explained 
that she now called herself Blinovitch. 
Kate spoke to the Doctor by phone as 
Norlander uncovered a hole in the floor 
leading to the baby-farmer’s cave. 


n London, Clara and McGillop walked 

along the Kennington Loop tunnels 

of the Victoria line and found Zygon 
pods hanging from the roof. Blinovitch 
was brought aboard the Doctor’s plane 
unconscious while Osgood, still in her 
orange jumpsuit, explained how 
Zygons only needed to keep the 
human original alive if they 
were planning to revert back 
to their true form; if they 
aimed to remain human, 
the original could die. 
Blinovitch got the better 
of the Doctor's bodyguard 
aboard the plane and 
confronted him, capturing 
the Doctor and Osgood 
(who were eating the 
Doctor's jelly babies) 
Meanwhile, McGillop 
had summoned 
UNIT troops to the 
Kennington Loop 
where Clara found 
herself in one of the 
pods before revealing 
her true nature and 
having the UNIT 
team killed. At the 
Blinovitch hatchery, 
Norlander revealed 
herself to be a 


Zygon and attacked Kate, 
pushing her into a room with 
‘a caterpillar... about a foot 
in length. Yellowy-green, 
covered in irregular red 
blotches and lumps. Vaguely 
luminous. Instead of sucker- 
feet, it has rows of sharp, 
rounded claws - and it moves 
by digging these claws into 
whatever surface it’s moving 
across. A hideous, maw-like 
mouth on the front of its 
body hisses, breathes.’ Other caterpillars 
dropped from the ceiling and one bit Kate's 
neck. ‘Norlander’ called “Bonnie”/C! 
who was in the Black Archive and attacked 
Carol after asking where the Z-Bomb was. 
Aboard the plane, Osgood overpowered 
Blinovitch by shooting a stinging tendril 
from her wrist to overpower the

Peter Harness was 
asked to change the 
gear of the story 
between the two 
instalments, with 
Steven Moffat aware 
that Doctor Who 
had not done many 
two-part stories in 
recent years. While 
the first half was 
told on a global 
scale, the aim for

the second was to move into something 
more personal and psychological, focusing 
on the actions of the Zygon Bonnie. 
However, the climax of the story needed 
to be a major statement from the Doctor 
in which he got the conflicting parties to 
reason their way out of a terrible situation

person see reason. However, having put an 
awful lot of ideas in the first instalment, 
Harness was to find its resolution rather 

a problem... 

The first draft of Series 9 Episode 8 was 
entitled Truth or Consequences (ultimately 
called The Zygon Inversion) and dated 
Friday 6 March, This opened on ‘Dover 
Beach, England. Last Week’ with Osgood 
recovering amid the debris on the beach, 
finding the dead body of Blinovitch and 
then seeing the Doctor's lifeless form in 
the shallow water; when she tried to stir 
him, he opened his mouth to reveal ‘sharp 
Zygonic teeth’. She then heard the TARDIS 
materialise nearby and three versions 
of the Doctor emerged, the first reciting

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Matthew Arnold's poem Dover Beach, first 
published in 1867. Meanwhile in Truth or 
Consequences, Kate recovered in the cellar 
of the hatchery to find all the caterpillars 
dead, and Norlander in her death throes in 
half-Zygon form, killed by taser fire from 
a squad of US Marines. At the ‘Victoria 
Line, London Underground. Last Week’, 
ambulances attended the clean-up of the 
massacre with Clara’s body loaded onto 

a gurney and taken to an intensive care 
ward for treatment to the internal injuries 
caused by bullet wounds. The Doctor soon 
arrived with Bambera, ‘winding up a little 
countdown timer, perhaps the same one 
from Mummy on the Orient Express. Setting 
it to twenty-four hours.’ On BBC News 24, 
lain McGregor and Azi Kashani hosted 
just one of many news broadcasts, with 
theirs featuring Nicholas Witchell waiting 
outside Buckingham Palace. Meanwhile in 
The White House, Washington DC. Last 
Week,’ the female US President in the Oval 
Office was informed by her Chief of Staff 
that the only tweet from Great Britain in 


18 hours had been ‘LOL! LOOK AT THIS!’ 
followed by a series of amusing dog and 
cat clips ‘accompanied by the Benny Hill 
theme’. There was no communication at 

all with Britain... with London lying 
beneath the fog. In Westminster, 
politicians carried pods along the street, 

as did the cast of the BBC One soap 
EastEnders; one man in Whitehall without 
a pod was screaming. The UN Security 
Council was assembled with Guam, 
Chinese, French and Russian delegates 
deciding that England was now a rogue 
state which needed to be quarantined, 
and then neutralised in 24 hours. In 
Brockwell Park, people carried pods past 
the TARDIS, which the Doctor emerged 
from at the end of the opening titles. 


na Zygon cave, the strange 

caterpillars hatched from the Zygon 

eggs and dropped near to a group 
of several girls including Jemima and 
Claudette; Jemima picked one up and 
placed it in a plastic suitcase. Many 
identical suitcases were seen at a left 
luggage facility in the USA, and emerging 
from one of these was Bonnie, looking 
like Clara. Later, Bonnie was seen arriving 
in Truth or Consequences at night with 


other Zygon replicas to be given a suitcase 
containing a US passport, $1,000 cash 
and a bank card - hers read ‘Bonnie J 
Carter’. All this happened ‘Two Years Ago’. 
Blinovitch was present, taking a baby from 
a mother. As Bonnie searched for a hotel 
which would accept British people, she 
was watched by the Doctor and Osgood 
who were ‘both wearing sunglasses and 
looking like Men-In-Black (Osgood having 
changed into a decent approximation 
of the Doctor’s outfit)’. The Doctor had 
taken them back in time to understand 
how these events started and they watched 
Bonnie being thrown out of a hotel. 

Meanwhile in Dover, the three Doctors 
had been hiding with Bambera and 
Osgood, watching the Zygon doubles carry 
around their human counterparts in their 
pods. One of the Doctors 
interrogated a woman who 
ran a fish and chip shop; 
she denied being a Zygon. 
As the group ate its chips 
they discussed how the 
Zygons were not invading 
but settling and keeping the 
country on hold while they 
took control, Pursued by 
Zygons, the group burst in 
ona family where the mother 
was forcing her husband and 
children into pods; next door, 
an elderly couple were really 
Zygons. The group narrowly 
made it back to the TARDIS 
on the beach. The main 
Doctor sent one of his selves 
to Truth or Consequences 
and the other to look after 
Clara, while he and Bambera 
searched for solutions.

At ‘Truth 
or Consequences. Hallowe'en, Last Year’, 
Clyde Orson - who looked like Danny 
Pink - answered the door to Trick or 
Treaters, who were Jemima and Claudette; 
they shot out sting tendrils at him and 
when he recovered he was interrogated 
about a photo of Clara. Terrified, Clyde 
guessed that the woman might be called 
Clara; the girls apologised and then killed 
him, Bonnie - now having worked with 
Norlander in the police for a year - was 
being watched by Osgood and the Doctor 
who had seen that there was tension 
between the locals and the British over 
racial killings; these had radicalised 
Bonnie. In Bonnie’s desk at HQ, the Doctor 
and Osgood found doodles of the Moon 
cracking open, a Cyberman and a dinosaur 
over the Houses of Parliament. At Clyde's 
house, Bonnie seemed upset on seeing the 
homicide victim. The Doctor and Osgood 
confronted Jemima and Claudette who 
explained they were killing their own 
people to preserve the ceasefire; when 


the human originals died - as 
in Danny’s case - the doubles 
fully became the dead person 
and wanted to go home, 
revealing their presence 

to humanity... 

The US President prepared 
to send in a peacekeeping 
force to liberate England/ 
Zygonistan. In foggy London 

ara’s hospital bedside, 
the Doctor saw Russian 
drones over the city where the Zygons 
were starting to imitate normal human 
life. Bonnie had taken Z-67 from the 
Black Archive, so the other Doctor and 
Bambera set off after her. Bonnie took 
over Clara’s life at school where Courtney 
told her that she could remember things 
that had never happened; soon Bonnie 
was at her psychotherapis 
over a loss she could not define. Later 
the Doctor confronted her at her flat and 
made an impassioned speech to her about 
compromise; she stung him, forcing him 
through a window... with the Doctor 
hitting the pavement and revealing his 
Zygon teeth to Bambera before dying.

TARDIS realising that another party was 
wiping out the Zygons as a stepping stone 
to occupying Britain. 

The real Doctor was the one at the 
hospital with Clara, and was joined by 
Bambera as the bombing of London began. 
The Doctor again confronted Bonnie at 
Clara's flat, explaining how her human 
allies had tricked her. He travelled with 
Bonnie, Bambera and Osgood by TARDIS 
to the UN Security Council, and then took 
the delegates aboard his ship, transporting 
them to a desert island where he instructed 
them - and Bonnie - to remain until they 
had negotiated a peace. Two years later, the 
delegates were living together peacefully 
(indeed the US President was pregnant 
with the Russian delegate’s baby) and had 
reached a compromise. The Doctor then 
took Bonnie to the hospital to give her 
fully functioning body to the dying Clara, 
thus saving her. This script also appeared 
under the title X as another Draft One 
dated Saturday 7 March.

Kate found Truth or Consequences 
deserted and made straight for the police 
HQ where she met Norlander (‘a woman 
in her thirties’) who had been stuck to 
the floor in a Zygon pod. In London, 
lifts from the Barbican, Centre Point and 
St Thomas’ Hospital still allowed the 
Zygons down into the Fleet.

Draft Three of Invasion of the Zygons 
opened with a new pre-credits sequence 
depicting the three Doctors forcing the 
ceasefire in The Day of the Doctor and 
continuing with the two Osgoods (referred 
to as Osgood and Osgood 2) recording 


the message about the Osgood box, and 
a flashback to Missy killing one of the 
Osgoods in Dark Water/Death in Heaven. 
The two girls now had rucksacks from 

the franchises of fashion doll Monster 
High and Japanese feline Hello Kitty and 
were no longer twins. The Zygons no 
longer shot out stinging tendrils to kill 
their victims but fired electric bolts. When 
Kate entered the Police HQ there were no 
longer the corpses of officers from a Zygon 
attack, In the occupied village, the Zygons 
were operating out of a hangar. Jac now 
referred to strange activity at Sainsbury’s 
in the Holborn Viaduct rather than the 
hospital. In the closing scenes, Bonnie now 
fired both a warning missile and a second 
one to destroy the plane. 

By this point, Peter Harness realised that 
twenty-first century Doctor Who had not 
tended to use the shock of body horror. 
Thus, in new drafts of the second episode, 
he included material with a Zygon forced 
to transform back to its natural appearance 
and the reactions of the humans around it.

‘Kent Coast, England’ officiated by a vicar 
called Emily (‘late 30s’) who, during the 
service, started to transform into a Zygon 
and attacked her congregation while her 
organist Sam played the hymn All Things 
Bright and Beautiful. Emily was then beaten 
by a lynch mob which included the police. 
The Doctor and Osgood landed nearby 
using their ‘Spy-Who-Loved-Me Union Jack’ 
parachutes (a reference to the pre-credits 
of the 1977 James Bond film) and met 

the police dealing with the incident; the 
Doctor was outraged at how the constable, 
Gavin, attacked what had been his vicar. 
The incident was videoed by a mourner 
and uploaded to the internet, causing 
panic, with news bulletins of incidents 
causing a “Day of Terror’; Bonnie saw the 
news at a café and was delighted, recording 
a video of her transforming into a Zygon 
ina toilet cubicle. Via the TV, Bonnie told 
Clara that in 10 hours there would be truth 
or consequences. Having appropriated a 
police car, the Doctor and Osgood (now 
named Petronella) discussed first names as 
they drove to London, attending a police 
call to a disturbance at a shopping centre 
in Dalby where they found a young Zygon 
woman with human hostages. Police 
marksmen killed the fleeing Zygon and 

the Doctor used a phone on the corpse 

to speak to Bonnie who had set up HQ 
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in Clara’s flat. Clara was able to influence 
Bonnie's actions, and Bonnie descended 
to the tunnel where Clara was in a pod 
As BBC News coverage continued, the US 


President became concerned about events 
in Great Britain. At Downing Street, the 
Prime Minister (‘a plummy posh bloke, 
presumably Tory’) told the nation that 
people who didn’t fit in or seemed different 
were a problem to be confronted and that 
they should take up arms. The Doctor 
confronted Bonnie over the use of Z-67 
in Clara's flat, while Kate - rescued by US 
Marines from New Mexico - heard from 
the UN delegates that a peacekeeping force 
was being sent in.

riday 8 May also saw the release of 

the first-ever episode of Doctor Who: 

The Fan Show, a weekly online video 
presented by YouTuber and researcher 
Christel Dee (spotted by the BBC because 
of her spoof video of Ebeneezer Goode in 
November 2014) and recorded at the 
BBC Television Centre on Friday 1 May. 
This début 4’22” edition looked at the 
announcement of the Zygons and Osgood 
returning along with a comical visit to 
the Old Doctor Who Monsters’ Home 
The venture had been suggested by Alex 
Ayling, head of BBC Digital Worldwide 
Studios, who had been part of the global 
launch of the 2014 series, along with Chris 
Allen who was to become the strand’s 
producer. Two pilots entitled Bigger on the 
Insider had been made during March and 
April, including material of Peter Capaldi 
celebrating the 10th anniversary of Rose 
[2005 - see Volume 48] at the Doctor 
Who Experience. These were then shown 
to Brian Minchin for feedback as the 
format was refined into the new internet 
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to Ingrid Oliver, 
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programme. On Friday 

8, the BBC also released 
comments from Steven 
Moffat and Ingrid Oliver 
about Osgood's return from 
the dead and details of the 
other cast members. By the 
end of the day, the Daily 
Mail was relaying images of 
the recording at the Maelfa 
shopping centre with shots 
of Jenna Coleman and a Zygon braving the 
cold weather. 

Work continued at Maelfa from 10.30am 
to 8.30pm on Saturday 9 May, commencing 
with the arrival of the Doctor and Osgood 
in a Volkswagen Transporter van provided 
by Pontyclun Van Hire; time was allocated 
to allow Peter Capaldi to familiarise 
himself with the vehicle. Shots of Bonnie 
recording the Zygon running 
around on her phone were 
recorded with runner Natalia 
Alexeeva standing in for Jenna 
Coleman who was not present, 
and with Aidan Cook as the 
alien.

building had been selected as the scripted 
hangar, and recording was scheduled 
around the working hours of the children 
seen as the UNIT troops’ relatives. The 
exteriors at the Zygon settlement were 
recorded with stunt performer David 
Newton doubling for James Bailey under 
the supervision of Dani Biernat in the 
sequence where Walsh shot her ‘son’. 

A drone camera was provided by the Aerial 
Picture Company to capture some of the 
specific engagement and surveillance 
camera shots. 

Back in Studio 1 on Thursday 4 June, 
Capaldi was due to discuss the Doctor's 
question mark underpants on the 
presidential plane set between 7.30am 
and 7pm. “They were actually sitting in 
my trailer on the day I made that remark. 
I went in and they were there waiting for 


me. But as to whether I put them on or 
not, I'll leave you guessing on that,” he 
commented at the Doctor Who Festival 

in November 2015S. Concurrently, a 
second unit in Studio 2 recorded the 

BBC Newsroom material with Shanaya 
Rafaat as Azi Kashani, after which shots 
of Clara’s/Bonnie’s mobile were recorded 
with a hand double for Jenna Coleman 
along with other inserts including the 
school noticeboard, the ‘hairball’ remains 
at the supermarket, Kate’s foot crushing 
the communicator, Jac’s iPad, the Doctor’s 
hands being sucked into the Zygon 
console, Bonnie's hand transforming 

into a Zygon, and more lift control inserts. 
The same day, the three-day Doctor Who 
Festival was announced for November, 
with a 27” promotional video, while 
Rebecca Front’s involvement with Doctor 
Who was revealed by the BBC website. 
‘Work with Peter Capaldi again? In Doctor 
Who? Hell yeah..’ tweeted Front as she 
worked on the story.

Gl and post-production 
elements added to the two 
episodes included the Zygon 
stings and transformations, the 
sparking remains of the Zygon 
victims, replication shots of 
more than two Zygons, the presidential 
plane and its demise in the bazooka attack, 
the Clara reflections seen by Bonnie, some 
of the video calls, and some shots with the 
two Osgoods. Regular composer Murray 
Gold provided the episodes’ music. 
Edits were made to both episodes to 
fit broadcast slots. In the opening video 
of The Zygon Invasion, after the first 
Osgood explained about the Zygons being 
dispersed around the world, her colleague 
originally added: “They're living peacefully, 
usefully. But they’re doing this without the 
knowledge of any of Earth’s authorities.” 
“In most countries, what we've done would 
be considered treason. At the very least, 
it’s an alien invasion,” explained the first 
Osgood. After the second Osgood spoke 
of the Zygons’ survival mechanism, her 
counterpart observed: “Zygons survive by 
assimilating.” “They settle on other worlds, 
among other life forms, perfectly adapted 
to their new environments,” added the 
second Osgood. 

A short scene of Kate leaving the 
safehouse during the Zygon ultimatum 
was dropped along with a shot of 
Clara emerging from 
her flats.

ngrid Oliver was born on 26 

November 1977 in London, to 

a businesswoman mother and 

German engineer father. 

At Tiffin Girls’ School, 

Kingston Upon Thames, she met 
classmate Lorna Watson at 14, with the 
two self-confessed “oddballs” writing and 
performing their own comedy sketches. 

Further education temporarily separated 
them, Watson studying at Edinburgh, while 
Oliver read German and Italian at Oxford 
University. On graduating, Oliver returned 
to London for a postgraduate acting course. 

She found behind the scenes work in TV 

production but ultimately frustrated by 
this, she and Watson formed a performing 
comedy duo, Their first show was in 
September 2005 at the Canal Café 
Theatre in London, and soon they 
would perform at the Edinburgh Fringe 
each year between 2006-8 
Both continued to work solo, Oliver 
making her TV acting début in single 

drama Footprints in the Snow (aired 11 

September 2005), then appearing as a 
radio technician in Doc Martin (2005). Other 
comedy TV appearances included Vital 
Signs (2006), BBC Three's Comedy Shuffle 
(2008), various parts and writing credits on 
BBC sketch show The Wrong Door (2008), 
Peep Show (2008), Tonightly (2008), The 
Persuasionists (2010), Twenty Twelve (2011), 
Lead Balloon (2011) and The Increasingly Poor 
Decisions of Todd Margaret (2012/16). 

Regular TV roles came as Rebecca Black 
in Channel Four sitcom Plus One (2009,

piloted 2007) and as Mimi Throckmorton 
in frothy fashion drama Material Girl (2010). 

She was Miss Stamp in teen romcom 
movie Angus, Thongs and Perfect Snogging 
(2008), and starred in BBC radio comedies 
Recorded for Training Purposes (2007), The 
Castle (2007), Another Case of Milton Jones 
(2008), The Penny Dreadfuls Present... (2008), 
Sarah Millican: Keep Your Chins Up (2008) and 
Afternoon Play entry Cavity (2009) 

Watson and Oliver meanwhile made 
their TV début with a pilot Watson and 
Oliver aired in E4’s Funny Cuts strand in 
October 2007. A 2010 unbroadcast BBC 
Two pilot The Watson and Oliver Project 
eventually produced two series of Watson & 
Oliver (2012/13), with the duo writing and 
performing throughout. John Barrowman 
was a special guest in the first episode. 

The pair featured in two charity Specials 
- performing Torvill and Dean's Bolero sans 
ice for Let’s Dance for Sport Relief (2012) and 
competing in The Great Comic Relief Bake Off 
(2013). They also featured in TV adverts for 
Maltesers chocolates (2014). 

Oliver's first appearances in the Doctor 
Who universe came as Helen/Oracle in Big 
Finish Seventh Doctor audio Project: Destiny 
(2010) and as Lt Baraki in Seventh Doctor 
Lost Stories entry Earth Aid (2011) 

When auditioning for the part of UNIT 
scientist Osgood, Oliver borrowed her then- 
boyfriend's heavy-rimmed spectacles, which 
she felt would be right for the part. 

After The Day of the Doctor [201 
Volume 75] introduced the character, 
Osgood became a cosplayer favourite, 
with her own outfits taking elements of 
the Fourth Doctor's scarf, the Seventh’s 
question mark pullover, the Tenth’s 
Converse sneakers, the Eleventh’s bow tie 
and a shirt with question mark collars. 

Doctor Who Magazine's Graham Kibble- 
White suggested to Oliver that many fans 
see themselves in Osgood’s own geek/fan

persona: “Yes, it’s like somebody being Above: 
allowed to be part of the show they love. nae Wet 
allowed to be part of the show they love. inate lve 
Viewers can put themselves in her shoes.” Oliverin 2011 


Osgood’s death at the hands of Missy 
in Death in Heaven [2014 - see Volume 79] 
trended on Twitter. Oliver did not know 
then that Steven Moffat intended her to 
return for a third adventure. More than one 
Osgood appeared in The Zygon Invasion/ 
The Zygon Inversion, with Zygon rebel 
leader Bonnie creating a double. Precisely 
which ‘Osgood’ had been killed by Missy 
remains ambiguous, although Oliver herself 
insists attentive viewers would spot subtle 
differences between the original Osgood 
and Zygon duplicates. 

Osgood has starred in Big Finish’s UNIT 
audio series Extinction (2015), Shutdown 
(2016), Silenced (2016), Assembled (2017), 
Encounters (2017) and Cyber-Reality (2018). 

Oliver featured in You, Me and Him (2017), 
a British comedy movie starring David 
Tennant and produced by his wife Georgia 
Moffett, with Oliver's most recent movie 
role coming in comedy The Hustle (2018). 

She premiered her first solo stage show 
Speech! at the Edinburgh Fringe in 2017.
